Local Children Spend 
1743 Days In Red Cross 


Hospital 

Within the past five years, from 19- 
48 to 1953 inc'usive nine children from 
Raymond and area have spent a total 
of 1743 days in the Alberta Red Cross 
Crippled Children’s hospial, according 
to figures just compiled. 

This includes three years in the 
“old” hospital and two in the new 
building, the largest orthopedic hospi- 
tal in Canada. 

Built for children whose parents can- 
not afford the prolonged hospitaliza- 
tion and medical care that orthopedic 
cases demand, the hospital belongs to 
the people of Alberta who contributed 
greatly to its construction and contin- 
ue to help maintain it. Polio cases un- 
der 16 years of age are admitted un- 
der the Government Act while a few 
other orthopedic cases, that cannot 
be treated anywhere else in the pro- 
vince, are admitted also on recom- 
mendation from the medical staff and 
hospital board. 

During 1958, per diem rate at the 
hospital was $8.26, a decrease of 16¢ 
from 1952, Although children's hospi- 
tal require more staff than ordinary 
hospitals gifts in kind from many 
friends of Red Cross in Alberta les- 
sen the costs by a very large measure. 
gifts include the coarser vegetables 
such as potatoes, carrot, turnips, eggs, 
bakery goods, tinned goods, dairy pro- 
ducts and meats, 

Total cost of operating the Alberta 
Red Cross hospital in 1953 was $379, 
269.68 which cared for a totai of 446 
in-patients and 1,147 out patients. 
Splints and braces, X-rays, operations, 
schooling an medical procedures are 
part of the free service rendered by 
the hospital. It is estimated that Red 
Cross will spend $605,111.00 in Alberta 
this year altough the campaign quota 
set for the province is $468,620. A bud- 
get of $92,256 for the operation of the 
Red Cross hospital is included in the 
total budget,

Report 

Problems of the education system, 
Alberta's teacher shortage and school 
construction shaped up this week as 
one of the major ‘ssues facing the pro- 
vincial legislature after the house a- 
greed to conduct special hearings 
during the present session. 

The house decision to investigate the 
the education issue came on the heels 
of Education Minister A. O. Aalborg's 
announcement that the government 
wats to set up a six-week short course 
at the University of Alberta to allow 
high school graduates to become “stu- 
dent teachers.” 

Harold E. Tanner (Lib, Edmonton) 
proposed the motion which cleared the 
way for the investigation, and an a- 
menment brought in by Aalborg di- 
rected the legislation’s agriculture, 
colonization, immigration and educa- 
tion committee to “investigate and re- 
port on matters affecting the short- 
age of teachers in Alberta, school con- 
struction and all matters affecting ed- 
ucation.” 

The commitee is comprised of the en- 
tire membership of the legislature, and 
it is expected special morning sittings 
will be held to hear representatives 
of the Alberta Teachers’ Association, 
the School Trustees’ Association, the 
Home and School groups, and other 
organizations, 

The throne speech debate moved a- 
long speedily this week after the maj- 
ority of cabinet ministers and leaders 
of the opposition parties took their 
turns in addressing the house. 

Opposition Leader, J. Harper Prowse 
head of the four-man Liberal block, 
called for the appointment of a High- 
ways Commission to make long-term 
planning and suggested the use of con 
crete for main trunk roads to cut down 
heavy maintenance costs. He said 
many roads hadn't been built to stand

up over long periods of time and that 
taxpayers were not getting their mon- 
ey’s worth in road construction. Prow- 
se's remarks drew the ire of Highways 
Minister Gordon Taylor, who said in 
his address that the Liberal leader's 
comments were a “discredit” to the 
province, 

CCF leader Elmer Roper urged the 
government to set up a crown com- 
pany to build the gathering system 
which will be set up in connection with 
gas export. He said “we are faced with 
the prospect of having a private mon- 
opoly perform a public function,” and 
said the the Social Credit government 
is “handing assured profits,” to pri- 
vate capital. 

Progressive Conservative house lead, 
er, J. Percy Page, said that although 
his party had gone on record favoring 
more lqiuor outlets, he personally fav- 
ored the banning of mixed drinking 
throughout the entire province, 

Industries and Labor Minister Nor- 
man Willmore, making his first ad- 
dress as a cabinet minister, said that 
Alberta has the best labor record of a- 
ny province in Canada and credited 
healthy relations” between labor and 
management for the fact that there 
were only one strike in the province 
last year.. , 

The throne speech debate is expect- 
ed to be concluded by the middle of 
March, when Premier E. C. Manning 
will hand down his budget for the com- 
ing fiscal year, Political observers ex- 
pect the budget to call for expenditures 
of about $185,000,000, an all time re- 
cord, , 

Completion of the budget debate will 
be followed by a study of the estim- 
ates, possibly the most important 
phase of the entire session. All mem- 
bers of the house will have an opport- 
unity to give close scrutiny to govern- 
ment spendings as they go over the es- 
timates item by item.
